“Something for 
Southern Bankers” 


(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

It is always easy to tell the other fel- 
low how to conduct his business; and since 
the depression in cotton a great deal of ad- 
vice has been tendered the south. yratu- 
itous advice is often worth no more than its 
cost; but, if accompanied by a frank acknow!l- 
edgment of ‘self-interest, might it not re- 
ceive consideration? The meat and leather 
situation in this country is one of pressing 
importance to every person in this country. 
Cannot the south help feed, ag well as clothe, 
the people, and at the same time effect its 
own agricultural regeneration? 

In the south’s happiest year it produced 
a cotton crop worth close to a billion dol- 
lars—and imported from the north and west 
most of its food and feed products. Corn 
now reaches a total value almost double 
that of cotton. Comparatively few states 
produce the surplus corn. The cotton states 
are capable of a large yield per acre, and 
have the land to spare. Yet they import 
most of their corn to feed the mules that 
work the cotton fields. 

Whether there is peace or war, feast or 
famine, hog products command a ready 8&ale. 
In good times or bad, they root for prosper- 
ity, and in the states where they are most 
abundant you hear little squealing from the 
farmers. Our annual output is more than 
half the value of the best cotton crop the 
south ever marketed. The product means 
corn and other feeds marketed in a more 
valnable form, leaving the _ soil enrich- 
ed. Nature designed the south as a home 
for this animal, but it imports pork products 
from sections far less happily situated. 

The dairv cow is as valuable as the cot- 
ton; and when beef is added to the dairy 
products, cattle are far in advance of cotton. 
The cow takes the grass and feed, and in 
twenty-four hours, for nine months of the 
year, converts it into a commodity for which 
there !s always a ready market. Unlike 
the storied Turkish war horse, the grass 
grows abundantly wherever the land is trod- 
den by the hoof of the dairy cow. All that 
cattle need can be produced in the south, 
yet it does not even produce its own dairy 
products, to say nothing of beef or leather. 

The southerner has an inherent Jove for 
cotton. But if he gfves his whole attention 
to it in the race for prosperity, he is like 
the runner in the story of mythology who 
did not see the goal because of a beautiful 
apple in the way. He must farm to win. 
One-crop farming means soil depletion and 
ultimate poverty. Diversified farming means 
livestock, increased fertilitv, bigger crops 
and better credit. What better missionary 
work can southern bankers do than to teach
